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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection to claim 49, outlined in the previous Office Action, has been 
overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment cancels the claim. 

112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 47-64 under 35 (JSC 112, first paragraph, outlined in the 
previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. With respect to 
claims 48-55, 57, 58 and 60-63, the amendment cancels the claims. With respect to the 
remaining claims, the amendment narrows the claim set such that the invention is 
enabled. 

The rejection of claims 47-85 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, outlined in 
the previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. With 
respect to claims 48-55, 57, 58 and 60-63, the amendment cancels the claims. With 
respect to the remaining claims, the amendment clarifies the claim set such that the 
claims are no longer indefinite. 

Claim Objections, NEW 

Claims 69 and 70 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim may depend from a preceding claim in the 
alternative only. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, NEW 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 47, 56, 65, 72, 78, 80, 81 and 83 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The term "optionally" 
in these claims is used in the sense of "such as," or "for example." That is, for instance 
in claim 47 in the definition of substituent Y of formula (lie), the definitions which follow 
the term "optionally" are examples of leaving groups. However, the phrase like "such 
as" or "for example" render the claims indefinite because it is unclear whether the 
limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). Analysis of the remaining claims is similar. 

This rejection should have been included in the previous Office Action. The 
examiner regrets the error. 

The remaining claims are also rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as 
claims which depend from indefinite claims are also indefinite. Ex parte Cordova, 10 
USPQ 2d 1949, 1952 (PTO Bd. App. 1989). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The subject matter of the claims would be allowable once the objections and 112 
rejections outlined above have been overcome.
